the road in St. Louis, and 
by W. 
A. Wheeling, legislative representa-1 
Gve of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen. 
Mr. Wheeling sets forth that the 
road paid the meh 
on 
the first of 
July for the 
first 
fifteen days of 
June, and will pay them for the last 
half of June July 15. “In this man­ 
ner,” said Mr. Wheeling, 
the 
road 
holds back half a month's pay, and 
tbe man who commences work with 
this company the first of the month 
will not be paid until the last of the 
month—one month 
after 
he began 
work, Instead of half a 
month, 
as 
tbe law directs.” 
These statements were made in a 
letter written by Mrt Wheeling 
to 
Elliott W, Major, 
attorney general, 
who has sent letters in reply to in­ 
quiries to both parties in 
the dis­ 
pute, and whose opinion appeals to 
bave aggravated rather 
than allay-

ments shall be made in full twice a 
month ,and that at no time shall a 
railroad company be indebted to an 
employe for more than fifteen davn’* 
serVlce.

ordering Police Commissioner Waldo 
to Investigate Complaints 
that

The mayor directed that policemen 
be sent out to ascertain whether the 
company is restricting the amount of 
Ice it brings to the city daily in or­ 
der to enhance prices, and the num­ 
ber of independent wagons which it 
is refusing to supply; and adds.
